AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 
Dear Resident, 


‘What a load of rubbish'. Some parts of the village are being 
plagued with phantom rubbish dumpers, a problem discussed at a 
recent Parish Council Meeting. Good news for anyone with bulky 
rubbish to get rid of, the County Council has opened a new rubbish 
tip at Fenstanton to add to the present facility at Milton. 


Bar Hill Library has been confirmed in the County Council's 
Capital Programme for 1988/89. However, due to the heavy demand 
that exists in the Village with over 1000 plus books being issued 
per week, the largest figure for any mobile Library in the County, 
I have asked the Chief Librarian to seek ways tc increase the 
hours of the Mtbile Library to satisfy the demands of the Commun- 
ity. This suggestion is to go to a Working Party set up by the 
Libraries and Museums Sub-Committee to review Library provision 
both static and Mobile in the County. 


The Education Committee at the January Meeting approved the 
extension to all Secondary Schools in the County the current 
'Local Financial Management pilot scheme which over the past 
three years has operated successfully in 6 Secondary and 1 Primary 
School. It has also been agreed to extend the scheme to 10 
Primary Schools. 


Financial Management is a scheme whereby schools have a far 
greater command over the spending of their budget. By careful 
control of finance and more effective working arrangements the 
participating schools have been able to save money which haa been 
put to good use, some of the benefits being:- 


1. Extra teacher training. 
. Improved staff/pupil ratio. 
3. Purchase of a mini-bus. 
4. Increased finance for school library. 
5. Complete curriculum development of a Maths project. 
- Extra ancillary support both technical and secretarial. 


The Education Committee of which I am e member has also approved 
the following:- 


1. <A total net budget for 1986/87 of 140.5 million pounds. This 
is an increase over and above inflation of 2.6 million pounds. 

2. Set up a working party to look at post 16 education in 
Cambridge City and the surrounding area. 

8. The phasing out of corporal punishment. 

4. Agreed to my special mction to publish full and detailed 
Examination results for all secondary schools and colleges. 


I also attended a seminar in London on the Management and Use of 
Lecal Authorities Pension Funds. Cambridgeshire is responsible 
for providing Pensions for over 3% thousand pensioners ie former 
County and District Council employees. The investment currently 
stands in excess of 160 million pounds. 


The Local Area Board of the Manpower Services Commission have now
